The charge against Russo, 
5807 Elysian Fields Ave., in- 
volves possession of a stolen 
safety deposit box key. The key 
belonged to Alvin E. Fontcuber- 
ta of the Overton Drive address. 

Carl E. Moore, 20, also of 5807 
! Elysian Fields, was booked with 
burglary, but that charge too 
was dropped by First Assistant 
DA James L. Alcock. Moore 
I was charged, however, with 
possession of a stolen motorcy- 
cle valued at $2,000.
